A policy of refusing bond to all 
persons charged with robbery com- 
mitted with a dangerous or deadly 
weapon was declared by Judge Ray 
Weinbrenner in Court of Criminal 
Correction, No. 2, today when he 
ordered five men held for trial in 
the City Jail, denying their pleas 
for bail. 

Judge Weinbrenner said he was in 


accord with the policy of Circuit 


Attorney Franklin Miller, who re- 
cently stated that wherever the evi- 
dence justified it, he would prose- 
cute holdup men and robbers un- 
der the Henry law, which author- 
izes a minimum punishment of 10 
years and a maximum sentence of 
death for robbery with a deadly 
weapon. 

The five men whe came before 
Judge Weinbrenner were charged 
with ordinary robbery on informa- 
tions. Testimony of arresting of- 
ficers and of witnesses, however, 
showed the robberies had been 
committed with dangerous or dead- 
ly weapons, 

J will not admit these men to 
bail,” Judge Weinbrenner said.

Until December, 1928, McEneny | 1 J | in | ) rr . ae oe ay 
remained on active duty in the dis- 
trict to which he was assigned at 
the outset, and from which he was 
never transferred. But in recent 
years he has found police work a 
dull and routine round, compared 
to his experiences of the nineties. 
If there were any dull days then he 
has forgotten them. 

“Those were the days when a 
policeman had to earn his pay,” he 
said, speaking especially of the 
first dosen years of his service. 
“Every man was on duty 12 hours, 
the year round, and there wasn't 
a day we didn’t have to go to 
court, often to two courts in one 
morning. That was because there 
wasn't a day when we didn’t have 
to arrest somebody. 

“One blessing then was that they 
didn’t insect our uniforms very 
often. With all the rough-and- 
tumble we had to do, they wouldn't 
have stood inspecting. ‘They were 
torn so often that I don't know 
how the young fellows without 
wives managed to get along. 

Had to Walk Beat Alone. 


“My beat for years was from the 
river to Second street, and from 
Washington avenue to Wash street. 
No matter how tough the beats 
were—and mine was one of the 
worst—we had to take them alone. 
And there were no reserves sitting 
around the station house at 
Seventh and Carr, though for a 
bluff I had to talk sometimes as if 
there were. A policeman had to 
go into trouble by himself, and he 
had to get himself out.

BIG DRY PROBLEM 


Delay in Trial Trial Means Lax 
Law Enforcement, He 
Says in Letter to Senator 


Capper. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. Con- 
gestion in thé courts was termed 
by Attorney-General Mitchell to- 
day a major problem in the en- 
forcement of the laws, inclidifig 
the prohibition laws. 
Writing to Chairman Capper of 
the Senate committee having juris- 
diction over affairs of the trict 
of Columbia, Mitchell said too 
much emphasis could not be placed 
on such à congestion, and he réé 
ommended appointment of two ads 
ditional Judges here. He added 
that thé Distrét Was not tle 6fly 
place where such conditions exist. 
All of the agencies of law en- 
forcement, he continued, including 
detection, prosééution, judioial pro. 
cedure and the prison system, must 
be adequate. 
“If any one ot them i 6vVer- 
loaded and clogged,” he said, “it 
slows down the others. The Unit- 
ed States Attorneys charged with 
the duty of prosecuting the cases 
in court cannot be effective if the 
courts are not able promptly t6 
dispose of the cases.“ 

Answers Capper’s Request. 
The letter was written in answer 
to a request by Capper for sugges- 


ministering the laws in Washing- 
ton and to improve law enhforce- 
ment. 

The letter added that if the 
court machinery were enlarged 48 
recommended, the department 
would see that the District Attor- 
ney was provided with adequate 
assistance to handle the cases ex- 
peditiously. 

With the letter, the Attorney- 
General enclosed a revision draft 
of a bill prepared by Senators 
Howell (Rep.), Nebraska, to sup- 
plement the present district en- 
forcement act. The measure, in 
line with a recommendation of 
President Hoover, would ertend 
the duties of the District officiais 
and officers in matters relating to 
prohibition enforcement. 

On the Senate floor recently, 
Howell severely eriticsed the ad- 
ministration fof What he said was 
its failure to enforce the dry law 
in Washington, 

Says Delay Means Laxity. 

The Attorney-General empha- 
sized that “delay in trial of crim- 
inal Gases means lax law enforce- 
ment.” 

“Witnesses move away, die, of 
disappear,” he said. “Acquittals 
result, cases have to be nolle 

, guilty defendants thus es- 
cape punishment, and the whole 
m&thinery of law enforcement 
slows down, and we lose the de- 
terréht effect of speedy trial and 
punishment.” 

Referring to thé District he said 
not only were eriminal cases be- 
ing delayed, but padlock injundé« 
tion actions under the prohibition 
act, “whieh should be effective 
weapons in enforcement,” also 
were being ftetardeéd. 

“A&A prompt trial and disposition 
of such cases, he said, would 
tend to deter proprietors and ten- 
ants of real estate from allowing 
the use Of their property for the 
violation of the national prohibi- 
tion act.”

School statistics were introduced 
at the first meeting of the Rdu- 
cation Committee at Cabanne Li- 
brary last night and differences of 
opinion developed as to whether 
the schools should be included in 
the merger plan to be drafted by 
Prof. Thomas H. Reed. 

The first session of the Parts 
and Recreation Committee was held 
today and that of the Planning 
and Zoning Committee yesterday. 
The Sewers Committee will meet 
tonight at the County Chamber of 
Commerce, Clayton, and the other 
nine committees will hold their 
first gathering this month. 

Several members of the Educa- 
tion Committee expressed the opin- 
ion that any attempt to unify the 
county system or include it in the 
city system would be likely to 
cause defeat of the whole merger 
plan. However, Luther Ely Smith 
said the need for school consolida- 
tion was an eventuality that might 
as well be faced now. Varying 
opinions were expressed by others. 

School Merger Discussed, | 

Prof. Reed said the questions to 
be decided were whether the 
schools should be consolidated—if 
30, in what form. and if not, how 
the schools might be included .in 
the merger. He said that advan- 
tages of school unification included 
cheaper operation ‘and greater va- 
riety of instruction, but suggested 
because of the feeling of depend- 
ence in the county about schools, 
that the larger districts there be 
left alone but certain consolidation 
be proposed for rural districts. 

Superintendent Gerling of the 
city school system declared that it 
was preferable to have any school 


consolidation carried out by the 


Legislature rather than by the con- 
stifutional amendment for the gov- 
ernmental merger, because it would 
be easier to end or repeal a 
statute and because the Legislature 
has the power to make any desired 
‘change. He expressed doubt about 
the wisdom of extending jurisdic- 
tion of the city school board over 
the rural area, 

Dean Isidor Loeb of the Wash- 
ington University School of Busi- 
ness and Public Administration was 
elected chairman of the committee 
and W. Scott Hancock vice chair- 
man. An executive committee will 
study the situation. 

Comparative Cost of Schooling. 

Reed gave the committee the fol- 
lowing statistical information:

construct the roadway, the report 

Henry Miller, president of the 
Terminal Railroad Association, 
told the Post-Dispatch that the 
roadway ot the bridge was com- 


pletely reconstructed about three 
years ago and that this work, to- 


gether with othef permanent im- 
provements made in the structure 
supporting the upper deck, cost 
about $1,000,000. Since then, he 
said, annual maintenance, includ- 
ing the space between street car 
rails, has been about $15,000. 
‘This work included replacement 
of metal’ parts, Miller said, and 
strengthening of the structure 
wherever necessary with the expec- 
tation that it would be made ser- 
viceable for many years. At that 
time the approaches were repaved 
with granite blocks on concrete 
base and the main span with wood 
blocks with a top surface of 
asphalt. The surface now is rough 
in spots where the asphalt has 
broken off. Heavy traffic that 
would follow making the bridge 
free of tolls undoubtedly would 
cause rapid wear on this surface. 
Concrete and Granite Paving. 
The entire span should be paved 
with concrete and granite blocks, 
President Miller of the Terminal 
said, and the Terminal’s program 
contemplates such paving when the 
wood block surface wears out. 
Renewals in the bridge structure 
recommended by Brooks, with es- 
timated cost, are: 

Fence on main span built of 
lattice design iron and cast iron 
posts should be rebuilt with an- 
gle posts, lattice panels, and pipe 
top rail, $24,500. 

New board walk for pedes- 
trians, $5000. 

Repair and reinforcement of 
outer fence and walk on east ap- 
proach, $7500. 

New iron fence on east ap- 
proach between outer roadway 
and railroad tracks, $7000. 

New wheel guard between pe- 
destrian walk and roadway, 
38000. .

In 17 weeks of the experimental 
street car fare up to Dec. 22, the 
St. Louis Public Service Co, col- 
lected 4,822,787 fewer fares than 
in the corresponding period ‘of 
1928. This was a decrease of. 6.9. 
per cent in revenue passengers. 

The experimental rate, institut- 
ed last Aug. 26 by order of the 
State Public Service Commission, 
fixed the adult cash fare at 10 
cents and provided for weekly com- 
mutation tickets of 12 rides for 90 
cents with additional rides in the 
week by ticket holders for five 
cents. The street car company had 
complained that it was failing by 
more than $1,000,000 a year to re- 
ceive the return to which it was 
entitled on the Public Service Com- 
mission’s valuation.of its property, 
and had Applied for a rate of 10 
cents cash or four Memes for 35 
cents. 

The fare had been eight cents 
straight for more than a year, and 
the Commission was of the opinion 
a rate that would give regular rid- 
ers a reduction would attract more 
business to the street cars. Ac- 
cordingly it devised the commuta- 
tion ticket plan by means of which 
a person riding 12 times in a week 
would pay a fare of Only seven and 
one-half cents with additional five- 
cent rides reducing the average 
still further.

What effect the new experiment- 
al fare will have remains to be 
seen, Since it is an increase it 
holds out no Rope of attracting. 
more riders as a means of building 
up revenue, but ratffer is an at- 
tempt to get more revenue out of 
a smaller number of riders. 

The company’s revenue for a 
year under the S- cent fare, al- 
though not equal to 7.14 per cent 
on the valuation of 363.500.000. did 
provide a return of more than 7 
per cent on the price of 349.100.000 
which the present owners paid for 
the property. and gave a net in- 
come for holders of common stock.

Pontiff Does Not Attend Services 
for Count Ratti.

ROME, Jan. 3.—Fineral services 
for Count Fermo Ratti, brother of 
Pope Pius XI. were held today at 
St. Mary’s without the Pontiff him- 
self being present. Count Ratti 
died Tuesday. Monsignor Zampini, 
the Pope’s sacristan, said mass, and 
Cardinal Locatelli, the first prince 
ot the church to be created by 
Pius XI. imparted absolution. 
Most of the Cardinals at Vatican 
City, members of the Papal Court, 
and the diplomatic corps aecredit- 
ed at the Vatican, attended. The 
Sistine Choir sang. Thé body later 
was taken to the railway station, 
where it was shipped to Milan. 
Members of the family and a num- 
ber of papal dignitaries accom- 
panied it. 

The Pope's absence was under- 
stood to be due to his disinclina- 
tion to put the Italian authorities 
to the trouble of policing streets 
to the extent necessary if he should 
leave the Vatican. ,

Something unusual—that is what 
housewives like to serve at the 
Sunday dinner, and yet that 


i*something” must not require too 


much labor in preparation. Meroe

Serve turkey or baked golden 
brown, succulent ham—always so 
acceptable, and especially so if the 
turkey crop is not abundant;

A delicious salad that harmonizes 
in flavor and texture with the rest 
of the meal is prepared as follows: 
Take half a canned pear, place it 
in a nest of shredded lettuce with 
a cheese ball in the hollow of each 
pear. Serve with a tart French 
dressing. 

Mince meat, lemon sponge or 
pumpkin pie with coffee for the 
adults, cider for the older children 
and milk for the toddlers complete 
the meal. 

The meal is planned to meet the 
food requirements of the tddler 
ab well as the adult members of the 
family, with littleor no variation. 
The very young children will be 
served the cooked vegetables, the 
pear without cheese or dressing 
and the mixture of lemon sponge 
or pumpkin pie baked in small 
ramekins.

Place apples, halved and cored, 
around ham, return to oven, bake 
until done. It takes about five 
hours to prepare this ham. Allow

Scrub potatoes and bake in a hot 
oven. When soft cut off upper por 
tion, as potato lies flat, and scoop 
out the inside. Mash, add butter, 
cream, to moisten and salt to taste. 
Beat very thoroughly and refill the 
skins. Put a marshmallow in the 
center of each potato, sprinkle with 
nuts and bake five minutes In @ 
hot oven.

ROAST PORK SHOULDER 
IS ALWAYS RELISHED 


Have the butcher skin a trimmed 
fresh pork shoulder of medium 
size and remove the bones. Wipe 
the meat with a damp cloth. 


Lay the boned shoulder, fat side 


Then reduce the oven tempera- 
ture rapidly to very moderate heat 
and continue roasting at this tem- 
perature until the meat is tender. 


A four-pound shoulder will re- 
quire about three and one-half 


Spinach, that much maligned 
and much praised vegetable, is 
coming into its own. For the total 
amount of spinach commercially 
canned in 1928 was almost one- 
third more than that processed in 
1927. 


Vegetables cut in fancy shapes down. and carefully cut a few 
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cent of the entire meat dietary of 
our population. 

A large part of this is in the form 
of cured ham, bacon and the vari- 
ous types of sausage, but during 
the winter and late fall—as soon 
as cold weather really appears— 
fresh pork. is also a great favorite. 

And when properly cooked what 
tastes better than a roast fresh 
ham with its crisp “crackling” and 
a savory stuffing? The answer is 
perhaps, “nothing except roast loin 
of pork with glazed apples or saut- 
ed pineapple, or baked tenderloin 
with spiced crabapples!“ 

Pork is a fat meat and as such 
is higher in fuel alue than lean 
meats, and a bit slower of diges- 
tion. All fat foods take more time 
in the’ digestive tract than those 
without it. 

Because pork is higher in fuel 
value it is an excellent cold weather 
food. Diets containing it offe~ an 
abundant supply of fuel for hard 
manual labor and on the other 
hand, diets made up of small 
amounts of pork with larger quant- 
ities of vegetables and fruits are 
suitable for persons leading more 
sedentary lives. 

Pork combines well with almost 
any of the vegetable foods and with 
all of the acid fruits. The tradi- 
tional habit of serving apple sauce 
with pork has a dietetic foundation 
in as much as the acid in the apple 
helps in the digestion of the meat. 
Pineapple, apricots, peaches, cran- 
berries. plums—in fact any tart 
fruit—may also b used in making 
sauces, salads or desserts to accom- 
pany pork dishes. 

Pork must be cooked slowly in 
order to keep the meat from dry- 
ing out and yet cook in through. 
The surface should be seared at 
a high temperature, then the heat 
reduced to quite moderate. In 
fact some of the best pork I ever 
ate was cooked tn a very siow 
oven for several hours so that the 
meat was almost fellylike in con- 
sistency when it was done.
